Japanese columns spceded their 
pursuit during the past three days 
in an effort to deal o crushing blow 
to the Chinese before they had an 
opportunity to compicte thelr retreat 
from the new positions. 


A Japanese detachment which 
launched a frontal assault on the 
shifting Chinese lines found several 
units equipped with tanks, and many 
Chinese were mowed down whea 
they were caught between the cross- 
fire of this clash, fleld reports claim. 

Chinese troops which took up 
positions tn the wooded region near 
Hoshengcehino battled with cach other 
for a time when trees and bushes 
prevented them from distinguishing 
between friend and foc, and many 
Chinese were killed and wounded by 
the fire from their own comrades. 

A Chinese unit which possessed 
yirmoured cars, tanks and artillery 
lay In ambush near Hoshengchiao In 
nn attempt to trap a Japanese column, 
it is reported. The attempt falled, 
however, and the Chinese were 
routed. They abandoned thelr tanks 
and armoured cars In their flight, 
necording to reports.—Renter, 


WARSHIPS REACH

Tne Japanese fiect opened the 
drive through the river on October 
24 to cover the distance of obout 50 
miles between tho ‘delta ut ihe 
estuary and the Kwangtung capital.

Headquarters, the fiect units came in 
sight of the city of Canton at 10 
o'clock on Saturday morning.

OFFICIAL FIGURES of 
Germar . foreign trade 
iduring the first nine months 
lof 1938 were published 
to-day. They ‘reveal that 
the increased imports .from 
south-eastern Europe do not 
impair German _ imports 
from overseas. 

The value of imports to 
Germany—-the: old Reich, with- 
out Austria--within the nine 
months was four milliard marks, 
which is 122,000,000 marks, or 
3.1 per cents atoye than during 
the sume period © in 1937. Of 
these increased imports, 102,- 
000,000 marks were due to 
higher overseas imports. The 
share of overseas imports in the 
total German imports was uc- 
cordingly increased from 45.1 to 
46.3 per cent, 

Imports increased mainly from the 
United States, but there were also 
Increases from Brazil, Chile, Uruguay. 
Venzuels and Curacao. However im- 
ports decreased from the Argentine, 
Mexico, Peru, British Malaya, India 
nnd Australia: Imports. from South 
Africa were considerably higher. 

During the same period German 
exports decreased by elght per cent. 
or .from 338,000,000 marks to 3.86 
miltiurd marks. 

German imports were therefore 
140,000,000 marks higher than. the 
exports. 

Germon exports to European 
countries decreased by 6.4 per cent., 
and to overseas countries by 11.7 per

HALLOWEEN is the name 
given to October 31, the eve 
of All Saints’ or Hallowmas. It 
was generally believed that it 
was the {Ime when supernatural 
influences prevailed, indeed this 
day ts still called the “Vigil of 
Saman” (Saman being the lord 
of death) in some parts of 
Ircland. 


In Scotland and England, Hal- 
lowe’en was long observed by firc- 
aide revelries which were chiefly 
concerned with divinations of the 
future. One of the most common 
customs la that of diving for apples, 
or entching at them with the mouth 
only, the hands being tied behind, 
nad the apples suspended on onc 
end of a long ‘beam, with a lighted 
candle on the other end. 


The uncicnt custom of providing 
children with a largo apple on All- 
hallowes Eve is still observed to o 
great extent at St. Ives, and In Lan- 
cashire It was formerly believed that 
witches assembied on this night to 
do their “deeds without a name,” at 
thelr general rendezvous in the forest 
of Pendle, » ruined and. desolate 
farmhoure, denominated the “Malicin 
Tower” from the awful purposes to 


which It waz devoted. This super- 


Jed to a ceremony cailed 
“lating,” or perhaps “lecting the 
witches.” It was belleved that, if a 
lighted candle were carried about the 
fells or hills from cleven tll twelve 
at night and burned ‘all that time 


sution 


steadily, it had so far triumphed 
over the evil power of the witches, 
who, as they passed to the Mallin 
Tower, would employ their utmost 
efforts lo extinguish the light, and the 
person whom it represented might 
safely defy their malice during the 
season; but If by accldent the light 
went out it was an omen of evil to 
the luckless wight for whom the ex- 
periment was made. 


SCOTLAND 


Burns, in his notes upon Hallowe'en 
gives many Interesting accounts of 
the superstitlous customs practised 
by the Scottish pensantry. The first 
ceremony, he says, is pulling each a 
stock or plant of kail. They must fo 
out hand in hand, with cyes shut, 
and pull the first they meet with; its 
being big or little, straight or crooked, 
is prophetic of the size and shape of 
the grond object of all thelr spells— 
the husband or wife. 


WALES 


In North Wales there is 1 custom 
upon All Saints’ Eve of making na 
great fire called “Cocl Cocth,” when 
every family for nbout on hour in the 
night makes a preat bonfire in the 
most conspicuous place near the 
house, and when the fire fa almost 
extinguished everyone throws a white 
stone Into the ashes, having frst 
marked it; then having sald their 
prayers turning round the fire, they 
go fo.bed. In the morning as soon 
as they are up, they come and search 
out the stones and ff any one of them 
js found wanting they have a notion 
that the person who threw it in will 
die before he sees another All Saints’ 
Eve. 


IRELAND 


At. this season the peasants 
assemble with sticks and clubs and 
ro from: house to house collecting 
money, bread, cake, butter, etc., for 
the feast, repeating verses in honour 
of the solemnity, and demanding the 
Inhabitants to lay aside the fatted calt 
and to bring forth the black sheep. 
This was preparatory to the snerifice 
of the black sheep on the following 
day to Suman. The women are em- 
ployed in mnking the griddle cake 
and candles, the latter being sent 
{rom house to house in the vicinity, 
and lighted up on the next day, be 
fore which they pray, or are supposed 
to pray, for the departed soul of the 

jonor.

THOSE WAR 
DEBTS 


To the Editor, 
Hongkong Telegraph. 

Slr,—Fridsy's leader states: “The 
sense of Injury which is felt in| 
Britain over the Johnson Act fs very 
real’, It is no less real in the United 
States over the fnlse propnganda 
which forced that Act; nor will the 
repeal of the Neutrality ond the 
Johnson Acts be accomplished by the 
continuation of half-truths and the 
calling of names. 

America was not obligated to come 
Into the War when Belgium was 
attacked, nor for. that mutter wos 
Britain. Less than a month ago 
Mr. Duff Cooper sald: “It was not 
for Serbia or Belgium that we fought 
In 1914, though it sulted some people 
lo say co”, 7 

When America did come In, she 
was the one Power who considered 
it a common effort. All her ree 


sources were thrown in without stint. 
She borrowed of her people to pay 
for alt the Allied purchases in the 


United States, not only from the 
time of her entry but for all 
that had been bought before through 


Morgan & Co. She paid cash for all 
her own purchases in Allied coun- 
tries. One might suppose that, be- 
ing a common effort, Britain offered 
to transport American troops and 
supplies in British ships. Not muchi 
America paid in cash and at war 
prices too. France charged rent for 
the rallway aldings at Brest where 
American troops ond supplies were 
landed. : 

America fixed prices for all sup- 
lies, the same for her Allics as she 
nerself paid. In thts common effort, 
did Britain do Mkewise? Not until 
the secrews were appiicd. America 
was charged war prices for wool in 
Australia and jute In Indja. When 
she protested, Britain replicd that 
she could do nothing. But a way 
was found when America threatencd 
retallatfon on Alicd purchases in the 
United States; only then America 
got her woo} and her jute at the same 
prices as the British Government, 

After the Armistice, America 
turned over all supplics in Europe 
to the Allics in exchange for a chit, 
For nearly two yenrs afterward she 
continued making loans for general 
relief, and these loans constitute 
part of the settlement. Some 
of thls moncy was loaned by the 
Allles to Germany with results now 
glaringly opparent. Germany used 
much of it to pay Reparations to the 
Allics. Kreuger got a lot of it, lent 
it to European Governments. 

Britain has had not only the 
money, but the Juxury of calling 
“Shylock”, and the luxury of smug 
satisfactlon produced by false pro- 
Ppaganda including the much ad- 
vertised Balfour statement, not to 
mentlon the gloating over her pros- 
perity compared to America after 
1929. Now she. wants to get out of 
paying the bill without acknowledg- 
ing it, wants a receipted bill to wave 
in the face of posterity to prove that 
she patd fn full! 

The propoganda didn't work; it 
was never intended to fool anyone 
except those who wanted to be 
fooled. And there is still the strong 
ean Americar 
nteres: In-some-settlement of th

“If only our navy might be strong 
enough to preserve pence’, was a 
frequent remark, It in diMcult, 
maybe, for other nations to believe 
our intesrity, but such It is, and 
perhups even the weapons of war 
are Indeed the weapons of God's 
Peace.

easy. 
The Old Spirit 


We need to-day something of the 
spirlt of the old sen dogs of long 
ayo, men who knew no pessimism, 
self-pity or despalr, This was the 
spirit of the Great Captain of our 
Salvation, the living Jesus, the 
Friend of Sinners, the shipmate of 
Galflean Fishermen, the Saviour of 
Men.

Now the 1921 censua_ in 
Czecho-Slovakia put the Ger- 
man populatibn at 23.4 per 
cent.; and the Jast census in 
1936 showed that the Germans 
were 22.3 per cent. of .the 
population of Czccho-Slovakia, 

So Hitler's demand (if it 1s 
based on the 1910 fgure, the 
only one available before 
October 1918) means that over 
5 per cent. more Germans will 
vote In a plebiscite than are 
now living In Czecho-Slovakla.

The first motor-cycling champlon-

They were making every effort to 
encourage  motor-cycling in the 
ranks of the Army, nnd_ soldiers 
were now allowed to participate in 
competitive events, not only In 
military but also in open elvillan 
meetings, and were allowed to usc 
their Army machines and petro} at 
the expense of the Government.

Harassing reports continue to pour 
into Prague of the terrble sufferings 
of refugees. 

Under threats from Germany, the 
Cacchs are trying not to accept re- 
fugees, many of whom, teft between 
the Czech and the German Ines, 
subject to attack from Hentelnists, 
are. being? murdered, 

At. Tetschin-Bodenbach, German 
soldiers wete forced to shoot three 
Henleinists (FS, men) for plunder- 
ing. Here the first concentration 
chmp has been set up—-in the former 
castle of Count Thun. 

It is reported that firing can ve 
neard night and day from the castle 
where, as soon as Czech trovps left 
the district, armed F.S. men .provid- 
ed with typed lists of all Sogial 
Demverat members came and collect- 
ed persons whom the Czechs had 
ordered to stay to vote in case ‘ofa 
plebiscite, . 

TORN FROM THEIR HOMES 


Democrats have been dragged from 
thelr fints and houses, and even torn 
fiom motor-cars on the bridge lend- 
ing to Czecho-Slovakia, and thelr 
fate after that is unknown save for 
the sinister sounds of cointinual Mring 
from the’ castle, 

Czech soldiers on the bridge were 
unnble to move « muscle to save 
their former frlend:—members of. the 
Republica: Guaré—who stood In the 
forefront of the battle, and were 
seized by the Germans and dragged 
off towards the concentration camp. 

The Hentelnists have run amok in 
the occupied districts, shooting Into 
houses through open windows. 

At Czeskl Krumlov the .German 
troops asked the Czech soldiers to 
help them to clear ‘up a mass of un- 
disciplined Henleinists, With’ Ger- 
man consent, the Czechs were forced 
to shell the township to restore order, 

A poor German woman with three 
tiny children, who was begging on the 
streets of Prague, assured me that 
her husband (a Sudeten Democrat) 
was dragged off before the eyes of 
her children and shot by the Hen- 
leinists. 

At Brno, 700 Jews—refugees from 
Vienna—have been ordered by the 
authorities to Ieave the Innd before 
as the result of German pressure. 

It is calculated in Soctal Democrat 
quarters that 36,000 German refugees 
have already been registered with 
them. 

It is beleved that In all at least 
40,000 Soctulist refugees from Ger- 
many are In Czecho-Slovaltin, and 
with Jews and Czechs who were 
formerly in Germany and Austria at 
feast 100,000 foreign refugees are 
alrendy In this country. 

Because of the uncertalnty regard- 
ing the exact frontlers of the plebis- 
cite ureas, many refugees have been 
sent back by the Czechs to vote in 
these districts. 

Recently o trainload of 1,000 un- 
fortunates, including women and chil- 
dren—the wives and children of 
Social Democrat Germans many of 
whom have already deen shot or sent 
to concentration camps In Germany— 
was returned to Asch. 

Here is a typical example of the 
treatment of one of the more -for- 
tunnte families: 


At 1 o'clock in the morning the.

Catrying two small knapsacks, 
hastily Alled and o few blankets, the 
family left their little farm, a 
trudged four miles to the rallway 
station of Ausasig.. There X found 
them three hours Inter,

COULD NOT STAY IN PRAGUE 


At the Masaryk station In Prague 
they were met by a Red Cross orguni- 
satlon: under the leadership. of a 
daughter of . the tate President 
Masaryk.

ANY valuable lessons of a 
psychological nature can be 
imparted by a mother to her child 
during his pre-school days. When 
planning his daily routine a certain 
thme should be allowed for instruc- 
tlve, gumes that will afford an 
opportunity of developing mind and 
body. 

Between the ages of two and five 
years the senses and nervous system 
should be recelving their training, 
for if the little one’s faculties in 
observation, creation, and manipula- 
tlon are allowed to Me dormant at 
that stage, his potentialities will 
never be properly developed.” ‘T'o 
acquire mastery over his body, such 
feats os balancing and jumping, and 
carrying light objects should be 
regularly practised. 

Hig senses must also be trained so; 
thot accuracy, judgment, and love of 
the benutiful become in time quite 
natural to him. Self-cxpression and 
creation must not be overlooked, and 
these Important ‘factors can be cul- 
tlvated"in modelling and drawing, 

If this training at first appears 
difficult to the mother, she should 
realise that all games and occupa~ 
tlons which ore of an educational 
nature are actually the simplest and 
most economical to provide.

HEN I was last fn Lewls, in the 

western end of the isle, there 
was a pile of peat left lying by the 
slde of the round. Even when it 
meant an extra mile’a walking to get 
a ereelful of peat this particular lot 
was passed by with averted cyes. 

On a certain Sunday, they told me, 
an absent-minded: crofter, equipped 
with the usual crecl, had sauntered

‘Higgs ta take his place. 

Our Hon. Treasurer, Mr, Cheung 
also resigned In November, and we 
nre fortunate to have Mr. Grove of 
Messrs. Thomson & Co. to fill the 
vacancy. 

“Through the generous co-opera~ 
tlon of the Government we were ablo 
to maintain another three shelters 
besides the St. Peter's and once again 
we have to thank Mr.'Grenham for 
the time he spent in getting the 
various shelters rendy for occupation. 
The other buildings Ient to us were 
the B. Block, Old Government Civil 
Hospital (for women and children), 
the Printing Shop, Old Victoria Gaol, 
(Old Bailey Shelter) for men only, 
and the Old Yaumati Magistracy for 
men, women and children. These 
premises served our purpose very 
well and we hope that. these or 
stmilnr ones may be obtalnable from 
the Government for our work this 
coming winter. 

“Although during the previous 
four years of existence no provision 
was made for women and children, 
the Committee felt that owing to the 
nbnormal conditions existing, this 
mutter should be reconsidered. Ac~ 
cordingly, a tour was made of the 
Wanchai and Western districts and 
the number of women and children 
found sleeping In the strects con~ 
firmed the necessity for providing 
accommodation for them, Unfor- 
tunately no suitable premises were 
obtainable in Wanchai where the 
numbers of these street sleepers 
were the grentest, In the western 
district, however, we were able to 
obtain, through the kindness of the 
Government, the B, Block of the old 
Government Civil Hospital. A lady 
stiperintendent was employed — here, 
and the shelter was run on the same 
Ines as the men’s. 


Biscuits for Inmates 

“In view of the large numbers who 
required treatment, ft was found 
ndvisable to employ a traincd nurse 
in February 1937, After due con- 
sideration the Committee also da- 
cided to provide the snmates with 
Disculls ench morning before they 
leave. It may be of Interest to note 
that the sleepers here were not re- 
fugees, They were local. people 
who, owing to thelr Inability to 
afford a bed space, were forced ~ to 
sleep in the streets. Most of them 
were not In’ need of food as they 
were provided with the “left overs” 
from some of the shops in the 
vicinity. 

“As regards the Yaumati Shelter, 
part of this was utilised for women 
and children, Here the women 
came in very slowly and the num- 
bers who used the shelter were small 
compared with the B, Block shelter. 
This, we think, Is due to the fact 
that the women had too many ‘pots 
und pans” which could not be car- 
tied Into the shelter cach evening. 
Although we did keep some of their 
Lelongings in the shelter all the time, 
some of them hnd so many belong- 
ings that it was an impossibillty. 

“As usual hot tea was provided 
each night in every shelter. A hot 


meal only was given on Chinese 
Now Yenr's night because of the 
extension of the shelters up fo the 
end of May—ono and a‘half_ months 
more than previous years. This ex- 
tension of time was only made after 
careful survey of local conditions. 
The Old Bailey shelter, however, 
closed on May 20, as provision had 
to be made for refugees who were 
coming down from_Ampoy, J 

“At the St. Peter's Shelter the 
total. number of sleepers from 
December 1, 1937, to Moy 31, 1938, 
was 24,069 and the average attend- 
ance per night was 132, Tho total 
accommodation is 120. At the B. 
Block Shelter, the total number for 
the period from December 27, 1937, 
to May 31, 1938 was 19,113 and the 
average attendance was 131—the 
total accommodation [s 220, The 
Yaumati Shelter was opened from 
January 20,1938, to May 31, 1938, 
and the total number of men was 
20,581 with an average attendance of 
20! each night. This shelter . ja 
capable of accommodating 250 men. 
The women's side of this shelter was 
opened for the same period and the 
total number was 2,835 with an 
nvernge of 26 per night, the total 
accommodation belng 60.

She had come down from Shanghai 
and until she could get back to her 
native town Yun Fa she way pro- 
vided for, She was sent to the 
Seeretary for Chinese Affairs who 
urranged with the Tung Wah Hos- 
pital Authoritfes for her repatriation. 

“Three young boys who were 
orphans were sent’ to the Taipo 
Rural) Orphanage — and seventecn 
children from the B, Block. Shelter 
attended night school, As expected, 
we had numerous requests from re- 
fugees to provide them with shelter 
ot to help them financially, As it 4s 
not the alm of the Society to deul 
with such cases, they were referred 
7 the Tung Wah Horpltal Authori- 

ies. 

“The public responded most 
generously to our appeal for funds— 
fhe total amount received was nearly 
three thmes that of, the previous year! 
We carnestly, hope we may = once 
again count on thelr sympathetic and 
generous support this coming winter. 

“Once again helpers in groups and 
us Individuals came to the fore and 
gave us. much of thelr time and we 
are very grateful for their help.

BERLIN, Oct. 30. 

OFFICIAL FIGURES of 
German foreign _—ttrade 
during the first nine months 
of - 1938 -- were . published 
to-day. They reveal that 
the increased imports from 
south-eastern Europe do not 
impair German imports 
from overseas, 

The value of imports to 
Germany—the old Reich, with- 
out Austria—within the nine 
months was four milliard marks, 
which is 122,000,000 marks, or 
3.1 per cent: more than ‘during 
the same period in 1937. Of 
these increased imports, 102,- 
000,000 marks were due to 
higher overseas imports. The 
share of overseas imports in the 
total German imports was ac- 
cordingly increased from 45.1 to 


46.3 per cent. : 
Imports increased mainly from the 
United States, but there were also 
Increases from Brazil, Chile, Uruguay, 
Venzuela and Curacao. However im- 
ports decreased from the Argentine, 
Mexico, Peru, British Malaya, India 
and Australia. Imports from South 
Africa were considerably higher. 

During the same period German 
exports decreased by cight per cent. 
or from 338,000,000 marks: to 3.86 
milllard marks, 

Germnon imports were therefore 
140,000,000 marks higher thon the 
exports. 7 7 . 

German exports to European 
countries decreased by 6.4 per cent, 
and to overseas countries by 11.7 per 
cent, 

In consequence of the Far Exustern 
war, deliveries to China, Japan and 
Hongkong suffered very much, ond 
showed a heavy decrense, while ex- 
ports to Muanchukuo considerably in- 
crensed. 

Exports to the United States de- 
creased by one-third, but they in- 
Argentine, Bollvia, 
Chile, Columbia, Uruguay and South 
Africa.

land Indies 98,600,000 marks, with 
exports, of 39,700,000 marks, from the

‘DEBTS

Slr,—Friday's leader states: “The 
sense of injury which Is felt in 
Britain over the Johnson Act is very 
real”, It 3 no less real in the United 
States over the false propaganda 
which forced that Act; nor will the 
repeal .of ‘the Neutrality and the 
Johnson Acts be accomplished by the 
continuntion of half-truths and the 
calling of names. 


Americo was not obligated to come 
into the War when Belgium was 
attacked, nor for that matter was 
Britaln. Less than a month . ago 
Mr. Duff Cooper said: “It was not 
for Serbla or Belgium that we fought 
in 1914, though it sulted some people 
to say 50”, 


When America did come in, she 
was the one Power who considered 
it a common effort. All her re- 
sources were thrown in without stint. 
She borrowed of her people to pay 
for ‘ull the Allied purchases in the 
United States, not only from the 
time of her entry but for all 
that had been bought before through 
Morgan & Co. She paid cash for all 
her own purchases in Allied coun- 
trics. One might suppose that, be- 
ing a common effort, Britaln offered 
to transport - American troops and 
supplies in British ships. Not much! 
America paid in cash and at war 
prices too. . France charged rent for 
the. railway sidings ot Brest where 
American troops and supplies were 
lnnded. : 


America fixed prices for all sup- 
piles, the same for her Allies as she 
herself pald.” In this common effort, 
did Britain do Ikewisc? Not until 
the sccrews were applied. America 
was charged war prices for wool in 
Australia and jute in Indla, When 
she protested, Britain replied that 
she could do nothing. But a way 
was found when America threatencd 
retaliation on Alied_purchases in the 
United States; only then America 
got her wool and her jute at the same 
prices nsthe British Government. 


After the Armistice, America 
turned over ull. supplies in Europe 
to the Allies in exchange for a chit. 
For nearly two years nofterword she 
continued making loans for gencral 
relief, and these loans onstitute 
part of the = settlem it. Some 
of this moncy was loaned by the 
Allies to Germany with results now 
glaringly appnrent. Germany used 
much of it to pay Reparations to the 
Allies. Kreuger got ao lot of it, Ient 
it to European Governments. 


Britaln. has had not only the 
money, but the luxury of calling 
“Shylock”, and the luxury of smug 
satisfaction produced by false pro- 
paganda including the much nad- 
vertised Balfour statement, not to 
mention the gloating over her pros- 
perlty compared to America after 
1929. Naw she wants to get out of

First, Io would soy that the sea 
Imparts a rense of wonder which 
may help to recover the realisation 
of God in what Ian purely mechanichl 
age, Twas talking to a Muster 
Marlner on board o freighter only 
last night. He sald that often, as a 
Junior watch-keeping oMcer, he hod 
looked up from the bridge on a clear 
starry night and wondered at the 
immensity of things, 

"The spangled heavens, a shining 

frame, : 

“Their great Original proclaim: 

“For ever singing, as they shine, 

“The Hand that made us is Divine.” 

“I believe that the sallar is at 
heart a religious man", said my 
Captaln -frient—I belleve so too. 
His life fs lesa complex than the tlves 
of so many of ts ushore to-day. His 
dependence, even In thls mechanical 
‘ge, upon wind and tide and wen- 
ther, and the Immutable laws of 
the universe by which he lays hls 
course across ‘the ocean, bring .hlm 
closer, perhaps, to the reality of 
Divine ereation than those of more 
hurried life ashore are readily 
brought. 


A Lesser Contact 


But when I say that I belleve the 
sallor is a religious man at heart, I 
do not sungest that he finds participn- 
tlon In corporate worship as easy as 
ho might. What js commonly cailed 
organised religion Is largely outside 
his ken; for him there is no church 
around the corner, and the hours of 
his Instruction In the tenets of the 
Christan Falth are probably — but

1. As far back as the reign of 
King Stephen, there were Chaplains 
In that part “which serveth for the 
warn." 

“On board cach ship there shall 
be a priest, and the same obser- 
vances as in parishes ashore”. 

So runs the ordinance of 1147, 
There Js record of a chaplain under 
Edward I whose name js preserved, 
for in the aggount of naval expendl- 
tures we find that one, Master Robert 
of Sandwich, received pay at the 
rate of Gd. per day, which was half 
that of a Captain, and twice that of 
n seaman, Frobisher carried a chap- 
Jain on his voyages of discovery, 50 
indecd did Drake in the “Golden 
Hind", By 1083, the great Bishop 
Ken--then a Prebendary of Winches= 
ter—had the oversight of the work, 
and thus, the author of “Awake, my 
soul" and “Glory to Thee, My God, 
this night" wrote of a chaplain’s 
dutles: 

“A priest read daily prayers to 

every crew 

“Taught them thelr vow Baptismal 

to renew: 

“That they who run: the danger of 

the decp, . 

“Their souls at pence with God 

should always keep.” 


2, “The other for burden.” If early 
there were chaplnins in “that sort 
which serveth for the wars”, it was 
not so In “tho other sort for burden", 
The men of the merchant navy had 
ta walt until 1835 before an attempt 
was made to include them inthe 
ministrutlons of the Church, John 
Ashley was the ploneer; it was he 
who, secing a fiect of merchantmen 
becalmed in’ the Bristol Channel, 
conceived the idea of taking the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ und the 
ministrations of His Church’ to mere 
‘chant seamen: 

“Captaln”, sald Ashley, on board- 
ing the first vessel, “has no one 
Deen appolnted to visit ‘this: im- 
mense fleet? Here it Is, ‘as a 
reat fNoating city. Has no one 
been appolnted to visit it?” Then, 
looking at him, as Ashley describes 
it, “with a look of sovereign con- 
tempt", the Captaln answered 
“Visit us, sir? No, sir, as long as 
they. can yet anything by us seu- 
men, I belleve they would leave 
us to perish Ike dogs", . 
John Ashley and the mission which 

he founded did not share that view, 
and many are the tales recounted of 
shipboard services in’ those early 
days, On beard a ship to windward 
of the fleet, the men would assemble 
often on nights of tremendous wen- 
ther. Of the crowd at one such 
service the shipmaster remarked,

It is, if my memory 
serves me right, by Sir John Millats, 
and depicts an old sailor of the 
spacious days of Good Queen Bess, 
He sits by the sea wall and points 
the 
boy who Jistens-to his tales pazes- out 
beyond the horizon and sees the 
dancing, buccaneers and hears the 
chink of the pieces of eight. Life 
will be a big adventure; the sea 
already lures him on, All through 
tnd down the history of our race 
there have been men who have’ 
obeyed that call, men whom the sea 
has bldden to adventure, men who 
in the hardest of schools have been 
worth their salt. The weaklings, 
the cowards, the tlmid, are not often 
found at sea, Adventure fs seldom 


easy, 
The Old Splrit 


We need to-day something of the 
spirit of the old sea dogs of long 
azo, men who knew no pessimism, 
self-pity or despair, This was the 
spirit of the Great Captain of our 
Salvation, the living Jesus, the 
Friend of Sinners, the shipmate of 
Galilean Fishermen, the Saviour of 
Men. It is more than dificult to 
stand up for the pure, the honest 
and the right Inthe cramped space 
of a fo'cnstle or a mess deck. It Is 
hard—how hard—to realst the tempta 
tions of the shore. Those ond the 
like problems are common to all, 
As we venture on our voyngo of life 
Iet us try to be true to our Christian

Abuse OF The Law | 


The Government Gazette publishes’ 
the draft of a Pharmacy and Polsons 
Amendment Ordinance, by which the 
Pharmacy ond Polsons’ Ordinance, 
1037, is amended by ‘the Insertion 
Immediately after sectlon 21, of the 
following section: ‘ 


21A, It shall not be lawful for a 
person to have any polson included 
in Part I of the Poisons List in his 
possession unlesa— 


(a) he Js entitled under this Part 
of this Ordinance to scll the polson 
or is n wholesale dealer duly Ucensed 
under thls Ordinance to self poisons; 
or 


(b) tho polson has been duly -s0ld 
or supplied (the proof whereof shall 
Ue upon him) by an aulhorised seller 
of polsons in accordance with the 
provisions of this Ordinance and ony 
regulations thereunder, 


This Ordinanco. shall come Into 
ponee on the first day of January, 


It Is.explalncd that Clause 2 of 
this Bil inserts the’ new section in 
the principal Ordinance, to make It 
an offence for a person to have pos- 
session of a poison Included in Part I 
of the Polsons List unless ho ip 
entitled to sell the poison, or fs a 
duly Meensed .wholesale dealer, in 
poisons, or the poison has been 
duly sold or suppiled to him by an 
authorised seller of polsons, and in 
the latter case, putting the burden of 
Proof that the polson has been duly 
sold or supplied, upon the person 
charged, 


Pecallar Clrcumstancca 


The peculiar circumstances of this 
Colony where the effective control of 
the Importation of poisons would be 
diMicult and costly, makes it neces 
sary to Smplement the principal 
Ordinance by a provision of this kind. 


Registered chemists and lcensed 
wholesale dealers are obliged by law 
to keep records of sales and pur- 
chases, whereby the distribution and 
toe ultimate destination of polsons 
can be traced, There is however, no 
such check upon the unreglste: 
unlicensed . persons. who Ismport 
poisons for their own purposes, 

It has een established that 
poisons are being \mported and dis 
tributed in the Colony In a manner 
contrary to the interests of the 
xeneral public. Proof that the exist- 
ing law has been broken Ls difficult 
owing to tho precautions taken by the 
Persons concerned in the sure 
reptitious distribution, : 

It is considered that the - most 
effective way of preventing abuse is 
to make the mere possession of Part 
I poisons urflawful, unless the pos- 
sessor comes within ane of the excep- 
tions In the new section 21A os 
enacted by this Bil.

The new roads, buildings, factories,

Among Hitler's demands was 
that all persons who were 
living in the Czech areas .on 
October 28, 1918, or born there 
bcfore that date, should be 
eligible to vote in the plebis- 
cite. Why this date? 3 

At first sight it only sug- 
gests that the people living in 
Czecho-Slovakia at the end of 
the war—before the Republic 
was formed—should have a say 
in: its future. 

But the demand goes deeper 
than that. Actually nobody 
Imows exuctly how many Ger- 
mans were in what is now 
Czecho-Slovakin at that date. 
There was no. census so that 
they would have to usc the one 
mude {n 1910 when Czecho- 
Slovakia was part of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire. 

The 1910 fqures reveal the 
significance of Hitler’s demand, 
for then the Germans number- 
ed 27.73 of- the population. 
The Czechs say thnt these 
figures, compiled by the Ger- 
mans and Magyars of the old 
Empire, were cooked to the 
disadvontage of the Czechs and 
Slovaks. 

Now the 1021 census in 
Czecho-Slovakia put the Ger- 
man population at 23.4 per 
cent; and the last census in 
1936 showed that the Germans 
were 22.3 per cent. of the 
population of Czecho-Slovakia. 

So Hitler’s demand (If it ts 
based on the 1910 figure, the 
only one available before 
October 1918) means that over 
5 per cent. more Germans will 
vote in o plebiscite than are 
now living in Czecho-Slovakia. 

Even ascuming that the extra 
5 per cent. could prove that 
they were born or lived in 
Czecho-Slovukia before 1918, 
they would come from Ger- 
may, und the result would be, 
In cases where the Czechs 
have a small majority now, the 
influx would change them to 
Germon_areas.

HEN Hitler started” his 

policy of credit inflation 
his plan waa delightfully simple. He 
merely meant to give the trade of the 
country a powerful stimulus In the 
chope that the wheels would keep 
tuening afterwards under thelr own 
momentum. 


He knew he had 6,000,000 uncm- 
ployed, mostly skilled workers, 09 
magnificent industrial equipment, 
large stocks of raw materlals—every- 
thing, in {nct, except orders, 


Therefore, if the State provided 
the orders everything would be all 
right again. 


But as the unemployed pot to work 
they began consuming more—more 
food, more clothing, more bicycles 
more radio sets, more cars and more 
cameras. So, as existing stocks were 
used up, Germany hod largely to ine 
crease her Imports of food and raw 
materials. 


This would have been a healthy 
enough development if the 6,000,000 
unemployed had been 
work of a reproductive nature. The 
exports of the goods they made 
would then have pald for the in- 


creased imports, and probably yield-- 


ed a profit into the bargain.

Moreover, in certain indispensable 
items, Including fats, albumens and 
cattle fodder, home production fs still 
for below 80 per cent.. In 1937, for 
example, fats and cattle fodder alone 
accounted for 25 per cent. of Ger- 
many's total food imports. 


OMctally, indeed, it has now been 
admitted that Germany will never be 
able to feed herself entirely, although 
no effort hos been spared. By means 
of artificial fertilisers, crop rotation. 
plint adaptation, cross-breeding, and 
the use of electricity and machinery 
on farms, Germany has succeeded in 
wresting more per acre from her 
naturally unfertile soll than any 
other country Jn the world. 


But the limit of pro- 
ductivity has now been 
reached — and the area 
under cultivation is de- 
creasing. 


WING to the laying out of 

_workmen's colonics, new 
roads, motor highways, airports, 
military parade grounds and forest 
reservations, the area under cultiva- 
tlon has fallen during the past five 
years by no lcgs than 1,750,000 acres, 
or 2% per cent. of the total. ~ 


In addition, the population of Ger- 
many Js Increasing. In the old Relch 
it rose from 66 millions in 1933-to 07.6 
millions in 1937, And the problem 
has been made stil more diMcult 
since the absorption of Austria, us 
that country hos always been a heavy 
Importer of food. 


Industrially the Four Year Plan 
atmed at the production of synthetic 
materials to replace imported textile 
fibres, petro}, rubber and metals. 


This part of the programme has 
proved inadequate and costly. 


Between 1032 and. 1037 home pro- 
duction of textile fibres, natural and 
synthetic, was ralsed from 89,000 tons 
to 286,000 tons. Nevertheless the in- 
crease was only from 13 per cent. to 
29 per cent. of total consumption, duc 
largely to the sharp’ rise’ !n demand 
following the absorption of the 6,000,- 
000 unemployed. :

Imported 
fucls can be had for a fraction of the 
price-ift the necessary forelgn ex- 
change ts available. 


The fucl problem becomes more 
dificult daily owing to the develop- 
ment of avintlon, the motortsation of 
farm machinery and the army, and 
the comlng of the Strength through 
Joy car, of which Hitler says, there’ 
will be 7,000,000 on the roads within 
the next two or three years. 


A lot has been written about the 
success of the German scientists in 


producing . really good — synthetic 
rubber, known as buna, This sub- 
stitute, however, costs six times the 
price of the naturat product. — 


The figures of fron ore production 
are particularly Interesting since they 
reflect to some extent the German 
rearmament programme. 


Between 10932 and 1937 consump~ 
tlon of iron ord rose from 6,000,000~ ° 
tons to 29,000,000 tons. Over the

It was ntated that he fraudulently 
converted to his own use miniatures 
valued at £1,000 and a pearl neck- 
lace which cost £2,000, entrusted to 
him jn the early months of the 
Spanish fighting.

““Here before me was a large tribu- 
(ney of this mighty river, in the heart 
of Culana's richest diamond district, 
And as it reached a natural rock 
ledge it tumbled down some 1,400 
fect, where It Js broken by another 
rock ledge which divides it, fork- 
like, producing two drops on, on, on 
to the deep valley below. The entire 
drop, was around 3,000 fect, about 
four times the’ height of Kaicteur.

making no sacrifice, : 

“The name Kaleteur Is derived 
fromthe Indian name for the falls— 
‘Kia Tule, racaning ‘Old Man Falls.’ 

“Yts grandeur is awe-inspiring, and 
it remalns a3 primitive as ever, un- 
spoiled by the hand of man.”

Tho generous responso by the public to their dppeal for funds 
is mentioned by tho Executive Committee of the Streot Slcepera’ 
Shelter Society in their. amtual report, which will be presented at 
the fifth annual general meeting to be held at St. John’s Cathedral 


Hall on Wednesday, at 5.30 pm. 


During the period from December, 
1037 to May, 1938, ‘almost 80,000 
persons were provided with shelter, 
including women and children, 

The report of the Committee is aa 
follown: = ¢ . 

“We take this opportunity of con- 
the Hon. Sir BR. H. 
Kotewall on his recently conferred 
Kknlghthood—his resignation from 
our Committee In May 1938 is a 
great loss to us. In November, 1937 
Miss Mow Fung resigned from tho 
Sceretaryship and our best wishes 
go to her for a happy holiday. Her 
place was taken by Miss D, Lee. In 
the same month Mr. C, E, Torry 
(K.R.A.'s representative) also . re- 
signed owing to pressure of -work, 
and we welcome the Rev. J. R. 


Our Hon. Treasurer, 
also restyned in November, and wo 
are fortunate to huve Mr. Grove of 
Messrs. Thomson & Co, to fill the 
vacuney. 

“Through the gencrous co-opcrae 
tun of the Government we were able 
to maintain another three shelters 
besides the St. Peter's and once again 
we have to thank Mr, Grenham for 
the time he spent in getting the 
various shelters ready for occupation, 
The other buildings Ient to us were 
the B. Block, Old Government Civil 
Hospital (for women and children), 
the Printing Shop, Old Victorian Gaol, 
(Old Bailey Shelter) for men only, 
und the Old Yaumati Magistracy for 
men, women and children, These 
premises. served our. purpose very 
well nnd we hope that these or 
similor ones may be obtainable from 
the Government for our work this 
coming winter. 

“Although during the = previous 
four years of existence no provision 
wus made for - women and children, 
the Committee felt that owing to the 
abnormal conditions existing, — this 
matter shoukl be reconsidered, Ac- 
cordingly, a tour was made of the 
Wanchal and Western districts and 
the number ef women and children 
found: sleeping In the streets cone 
flyrmed the necessity for providing 
accommodation for them. Unfor- 
tunately no suitable premises were 
obtainable in| Wanchal . where * the: 
numbers of these — street sleepers 
were the greatest. In the western 
district, however, we were able {fo 
obtain, through the Icindness of. the 
Government, the B, Block of the old 
Government Civil Hospltal.- A lady 
superintendent was employed — here. 
ond the shelter was run on the same 
lites as the men’s. 


; Biscults for Inmates 

“In view of the large numbers who 
required treatment, it was found 
udvisable to employ a tralned nurse 
in February 1937, After due con- 
sideration the Committee also de- 
cided to provide the inmutes with 
biscuits each morning before they 
leave. It may be of Interest to note 


that the sleepers here were not re- |' 


furees. They were local people 
who, owing to thelr Inability to 
atYord a bed space, were forced to 
sleep In the streets. Most of them 
were not in-need- of: food--ns they 
Were provided with the “left overs” 
from some of the shops in the 
vicinity. 

“As regards the Yaumati Shelter, 
part of this was utlllsed.for women 
and children. Here the women 
came In very slowly and tho num- 
hers who used the shelter were small 
compared with the B. Block shelter. 


‘This, we think, Is due to the fact 


that the women had too many “pots 
and pans” which could not be car- 
ried into the shelter exch . evening. 
Although we did keep some of thelr 
belongings in the, shelter all the time, 
some of them had so many belong- 
Ings that it was an impossibility, 
“As usual hot tea was provided 
cach night in every shelter, A hot

meal only was plven on Chinese 
New Year's night becnuse of the 
extension of the aheltera up to the 
end of May—one and a half months 
more than previous years. This ex- 
tension of time was only made after 
careful ‘survey of local conditions. 
The Old Bailey shelter, however. 
closed on May 20, a3 provision hnd 
to be made for refugees who were 
coming down from Amoy. 

“At tho St. Peter's Shelier the 
total. number of sleepers from 
December 1, 1037, to May 31, 1938, 
wos 24,068 and the average attend- 
ance per night was 132, The total 
accommodation fs 129. At the B. 
Block Shelter, the ‘total number for 
the period from December 27, 1937, 
to May 31, 1938 was 19,113 and the 
average attendance was 131—the 
total nccommodation js 220. The 
Youmatl Shelter was opened from 
Jnnuary 20, 1938,-to May 31, 1938, 
and the totil number of men was 
20,581 with on average attendance of 
201 each night. This shelter ts 
capable of accommodating 250 men. 
The women’s side of this shelter was 
opened for the same pertod and the 
(etal number was .2,833 with an 
average of 26 per night, the total 
accommodation being 50.

All nations, Including ours, con- 
tinues the message, hnd some share of 
the guilt, and must deserve judgment. 
God calls to us to set ourselves out to 
recover and re-assert Christian stand- 
ards In the life of the nations. The 
Christian duty requires the pursult 
of friendly agreements in which the 
nations think not only of their own 
xood, but the good of others. That 
way may jnvolve sacrifices, and all 
nations, Including our own must be 
rendy to make them. 

The recent revelation of the deep 
longing for pence, even In countries 
which are most, fully orgunised for 
war, Inys upon everybody the res- 
ponsibility to resume with new hope 
and fullness of cndeavour to effect 
un agreement to regulate. armaments 
und so gradually and stendily to end 
an insane race.

They arrived at the Polish frontier 
under guard yesterday morning, and 
thelr fate was doubtful for some 
hours.

Sir,—Friday’s leader states: “The 
senye of injury which Is felt in 
Britain over the Johnson Act is very 
real’, ‘It is no less real in the United 
States over the falso propaganda 
which forced that Act; nor will tho 
repeal of the Neutrality and the 
Johnson Acts be accomplished by the 
continuation of half-truths and the 
calling of names. 


America was not obligated to come 
into the War when Belgium was 
attacked, nor for that matter was 
Britain. Less than a month ago 
Mr. Duf¥ Cooper sald; “It was not 
for Serbia or Belgium that we fought 
In 1914, though it suited some pcople 
to say so”, 2 


When America did come. in, she 
Wns. tho, one Power who considered 
it a common effort. All her 
sources were thrown in without stint. 
She borrowed of her people to pay 
for all the Allied purchases in the 
United States, not only from the 
tme of ‘her entry but for all 
that had been bought before through 
Morgan & Co, She paid cash for all 
her own purchases in Allied coun- 
trics, One might suppose that, be- 
Ing a common effort, Britain offered 
to transport American troops ond 
supplies {n British ships, Not mucht 
America pald in cash and oat war 
prices too. France charged rent for 
the railway sidings at Brest where 
ne aeriean troops nnd supplies were 
janded, 


Amerlea fixed prices for all sup- 
piles, the same for her Allies as she 
herself pald. In this common effort, 
did Britaln do Ukewise? Not -until 
the secrews were applied. America 
was charged war prices. for wool in’ 
Australla and jute in Indla, When 
she protested, Britain replied that 
she could do nothing. But a way 
was found when America threatened 
rotallatlor on Allied purchases In the 
United States; only then America 
got her wool and her jute at the same 
Prices as the British Government. 


After the Armistice, America 
turned over all suppiles in Europe 
fo the Alles in exchange for a chit. 
For nearly two years afterward she 
continued making loans for general 
relief, and these loans constitute 
part of the . settlement.

At first sight it only sug- 
gests that .the people living In 
Czecho-Slovaida at the end of 
the war—before the Republic 
was formed—should have a say 
in its future. 

But the demand goes deeper 
than that. Actually nobody 
knows exactly how many Ger- 
mans were in what is now 
Czecho-Slovalda at that date. 
There was mo census so that 
they would have to use the onc _ 
made in 1910 when Czecho- 
Slovakia was part of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire. 

The 1910 figures reveal the 
significance of Hitler's demand, 
for then the Germans number- 
ed 27,73 of the -population. 
The Czechs say that tuese 
figures, compiled by the Ger- 
mans and Mogyars of the old 
Empire, were cooked to the 
disadvantage of the Czechs and 
Slovaks. 

Now the 1621 census in- 
Czccho-Slovakia put the Ger- 
man population at 23.4 per 
cent; and the Jast census in 
1936 showed that the Germans 
were 22.3 per cent. of the 
population of Czecho-Slovakia. 

So Hitler's demand (if it fs 
based on the 1910 figure, the

military life for many ycars — past, 
never before had they been able to 
stage a mecting on competitive lines 
in which tho programme has been 
devoted entirely to motor-cycling. 
They, were making every effort to 
encourage. motor-cycling in the 
ranks of the Army, and soldiers 
were now allowed to participate in 
competitive events, not only in 
military but also in open civilian 


mectings, and were allowed to use 


thelr Army machines and petrol at 
the expense of the Government. 


The programme showed that to- 
day the motor-cyclists formed part 
of practically cvery corps and 
regiment of the British Army. 


The object of tho meetings was to 
encourage not only a high degree of 
skill In actual riding but also in 
machine 
and skill in map reading. Sir Re- 
ginald May described. the course 
chosen a3 moderately severe, and 
comparing favourably with the type

Harassing reports continue to pour 
into Prague of the terrible sufferings 
of refugees. 

Under threats from Germany, the 
Czechs are trying not to accept re- 
fugees, many of whom, left between 
the Czech and the German’ lines, 
stibject to attack from Henleinists, 
are belng murdered. 

At. Tetschin-Bodenbach, German 
soldiers were. forced to shoot three 
Henleinists (F.S, men) for plunder- 
Ing. Here the first concentration 
cnmp has been set up—in the former 
custle of Count Thun. i 

It is reported that firing can be 
neurd night and day from the castle 
where, as soon ns Czech troops left 
the district, armed F.S. men provid- 
ed with typed Msts of all Soctal 
Democrat members came and collect 
ed persons whom’ the Czechs had 
ordered to'stay to vote in case of a 
plebiscite, : 


TORN 'FROM THEIR HOMES 


Democrats have been dragged from 
their fints and houses, and even torn

from the castle. 

Czech soldiers on the bridge were 
unablo to ‘move a muscle {0 save 
their former fricnds—members of the 
Republican Guard—who stood In the 
forefront of the battle, and were 
selzed by the Germans and dragged 
eft towards the concentration camp. 

The Henleinists have run amok In 
the occupied districts, shooting into 
houses through open windows. 

At Czeaki Krumlov the German 
troops usked the Czech soldiers to 
help them to clear up a mass of un- 
disciplined Henleinists. With Ger- 
man consent, the Czechs were forced 
to shell the township to restore order. 

A poor German woman with three 
tiny children, who was begging on the 
streets of Prague, assured me that 
her husband (n Sudeten Democrat) 
wos dragged off before the cyes of 
her children and shot by the Hen- 
Icinists. 

At Brno, 700 Jews—refugees from 
Viennn—have been ordered by the 
authorities to leave the land before 
as the result of German pressure. 

It fs calculated jn Social Democrat 
quarters that 36,000 German refugees 
have already been registered with 
them. 

It Is believed that in all at least 
40,000 Soclalist refugees {rém Ger~ 
many are‘in Czecho-Slovakla, and 
with Jews and. Czechs who were 
formerly in Germany and Austria at 
fenst 100,000 foreign refugees are 
already in this country. 

Becnuse of the uncertainty regard- 
ing the exact frontiers of the plebis- 
cite areas, many refugees have been 
sent back by the Czechs to voted in 
these districts. :

HEN I was last in Lewis, In the 

western end of the iste, there 
was a pile of peat left lying by the 
side of the rond, Even when it 
smennt an extra mile's walking to jet 
a ereciful of peat this particular, Jot 
wus passed by with nverted cyes.
